The convention re-elected Chauncey 1.
Filley as chalrmag of the state central com-
mittee and passed a resolution favoring him
ne member of the natlonal repubilean eom-
mittee, to suceeed R, ¢ Kerens, who was
turned down by the delegates,

Filley, In additlen to belng made ohar-
man of the stute central committee, named
ull the members, and controls the machinery
In every respect. The downfall of Kerens
and his followers was complete. Kerens wie
voted for as natlonnl delegate-at-largoe, after
Dittinger of St. Joeeph had withidrawn In
his favor, bnt was defeated.
